ENGLAND AND GERMANY 


While'Germany is criticising the 
United States fer having 
demanded 
that American ships sailing to Euro­ 
pean ports shall be guaranteed safety 
from the threat of the kaiser to pre­ 
vent any Bhip reaching England, Ger­ 
many should not forget that her sit­ 
uation is entirely and radically differ­ 
ent from that of England. The sea is 
open to vessels sailing 
English 
ports, and are likely to remain open, 
despite the kaiser's pronunciamento. 
Germany's ports are closed and must 
remain closed until Germany, is able 
to get rid of the British navy. 


If the ports of Germany were as 
open to ships as are those of England 
American ships would have no hesit­ 
ancy in carrying foodstuffs to Ger­ 
many. It isn't a matter of sentiment 
wiih the American shippers; i t is bus! 
hess^ The Americans are willing to 
sell to any nation which is in a post 
tion to receive supplies, either food or 
armament. 
Germany cannot 
guar­ 
antee safety to American shippers of 
guns and ammunition any more than 
she can assure them that foodstuffs 
can be Carrie dto German ports with 
out interference from England.' 


Germany has been notified that she 
will be held responsible if an Ameri 
can ship or an American life is lost 
through the action of any German 
commander of a submarine. This pro 
test of, the United Stages was couch­ 
ed in /the only language which Ger 
many [could understand.

I'eas, followed by cabbage, beans, 
tomatoes or celery.

What Organized Labor Has Done 


to Stamp Out Drill. Disease. 
O 


RGANIZED labor has not been 
entirely unmindful of the tight 
against ..tuberculosis, although 
many of the largeot unions 
have paid little' or no attention to the 
plague wh)ch is-decimating their mem­ 
bership. 


The Typographical and Cigarmakera' 
unions have been among the pio­ 
neers In their appreciation of the jTob- 
lem of tuberculosis in their ranks. As 
early ns 180S the -international Typo­ 
graphical union opened an annex of 
eighty beds in ita home at Colorado 
Springs for, tuberculous printers. This 
work, accompanied for.years by an 
educational campaign, has helped to 
control the spread, of .tuberculosis In 
this' craft. 
The cignrmakers, while 
they have not opened any institution 
of their own, hare for more than ten 
years preached and practiced In innny 
ways the prevention of tuberculosis. 


Following the success of the Typo­ 
graphical 
union, 
the 
International 
Printing 
Pressmen 
and Assistants' 
union in 1911 opened a home with 
special 
provision 
for 
tuberculous 
brothers at • HogerWtlle, Ten'n. 
The 
International Photo-engravers' unien 
has for five years given the subject of 
tuberculosis careful consideration and 
has devised and enforced many help­ 
ful 
regulations 
for improving the 
working conditions 
ia 
this 
craft 
Tuberculous members of this union 
are cared for in private and public 
tuberculosis sanitariums in 
various 
parts of the country; 


In IfXW the International Boot and 
Shoe Workers' union 
recommended 
that its members ally themselves with 
the organized anti-tuberculosis cam­ 
paign In various parts of the c»untry. 
This action has since been followed up 
in various ways. The National Broth­ 
erhood of Operative-Potters, following 
a careful study of tuberculosis in their 
industry, has set aside a fund for the 
care of-their consumptive members. 


The American Federation of Labor 
for the last six or seven years bag also 
repeatedly by special resolution indors­ 
ed the general anti-tuberculosis cam­ 
paign or special phases of it. A num­ 
ber of other national and international 
unions and several locals and federa­ 
tions have also co-operated in special 
ways with the anti-tuberculosis move­ 
ment.

COMPENSATION. 


Proposed New York Law Cam pelt Rail­ 
roads to Accept State's RuU*. 


Under the provisions of a bill recent­ 
ly introduced in the New York legis­ 
lature by Senator Whitney «f Saratoga 
employees of railroads doiwj an inter­ 
state business or workmen engaged in 
foreign comffiMS aiba'norali^d^pTO-- 
tected-by the federal compensation act 
will have recourse to." the workmen's 
compensation law in the state to ob­ 
tain Indemnification for Injury sus­ 
tained in their employment 
The. bill 
makes it compulsory for employers in 
this class to provide such compensa­ 
tion under the terms of the New York 
compensation ,act. 


Under the Whltuey bill the amenda­ 
tory legislation for which it provides 
is made an amendment to the charters 
or franchises of all domestic corpora­ 
tions engaged in intrastate or inter­ 
state commerce. The big railroads, 
which thus far have resisted all efforts 
on the part of the compensation com­ 
mission to get them to accept the terms 
of the present compensation law, .will 
be compelled to come in if the Whit­ 
ney bill becomes law. 


A Colorado Wise Man. 


Ardotirel. member of 
the Colorado legislature, has a remedy 
for strikes. This warlike solon pro­ 
poses to include strikes in the list of 
things treasonable. 
The penalty will 
be death. At present there Is no pen­ 
alty for resisting armed Cossacks or 
private armies In the pay of corpora­ 
tions.

DIRECTING A BATTLE. 


Maw tba Oeneeal etaff Keeps In Teaah 


With the Pinna. Line. 


la wartisM taw aaaaty threads lead- 
lug from the leag battle Una at length 
reach a ceaansan point wtolch la tho 
ueaftqaarters at the general stall. Tbu 
activity of each ofllcwr attached te the 
general staff is therefore of the great­ 
est importance for the soecees of ev­ 
ery military enterprise. 


During the action every otSeer of the 
etaff is at the Immediate disposal of 
the cemmandiag general and a Mists 
him in the carrying out >5f orders. 


Among the dittos of the sUB eSeer 
during aeatao helaag the gathering a ad 
compUatten of rvparta which are con- 
ataatly pouring la to headqaarters aad 
which give intimation of the progress 
of the battle. The staff oOcer must 
observe the needs of tbe troops tn ac­ 
tion. He must heap a ctoaa watch on 
their supply of asamnflltJea. lie must 
eee that their commanders properly ex­ 
ecute tbe orders- of the commanding 
general. He must look after tho wound­ 
ed, see that they a n properly treated 
and aent to laaareta. He must sec ti­ 
lt that prisoners arc property cared for 
and that tbe commissariat la adequate­ 
ly provided for and the provisioning 
of the troops. 


Sometimes the commanding general 
intrusts a atari oncer with the observa­ 
tion of the action ef tbe oppwing 
forces which may to* beyond the view 
of headquarters, or he may be aent to 
the firing line with important orders 
to commanders there, which, however, 
the staff officer lias authority to alter 
"it in his judgment this to necessary. 


During defense movements it Is of 
particular importanco to observe close­ 
ly the movement* of tbe opposing 
force* in order to make preparation for 
counted moves, such as advances, re­ 
treats, the sending ef re-enforcemeuts 
and other movements of troops. The 
execution of these movements falls 
within tbe province of tbo staff officer. 


The training of tbe r.taff officer Is 
very thorough. 
A complete, pracili-ul 
course In military science, extending 
over many years' of active scrrjro with 
various bodies of troops, is iiugmeulud 
by yearn of study at tbe war collrtti 
which embraces the lost word in the 
theoretical science of modern warfai.

Denver, Feb. 15.—Out of 700 boys 
Judge Ben. B. Lindsey, of the juve­ 
nile court, has sentenced to reforma­ 
tories and sent them unaccompanied 
to the institution where they were to 
serve out their 
sentence, 
only five 
have run away. This covers a period 
of fourteen years. "And of the^five 
who did break their word three later 
apologized to the judge. 
The other 
two 
were captured within a 
short 
time. 


Judge Lindsey celebrated the four­ 
teenth anniversary of his system of 
putting 
convicted 
boys 
upon their 
honor only a few days ago. The day 
was marked by the receipt of word 
that Robert Gregg, 17, sentenced to 
the reformatory at Bucna Vista, had 
arrived there. 
Judge 
Lindsey sent 
young Gregg unaccompanied to the in­ 
stitution. Gregg was convicted of con­ 
tributing to juvenile delinquency by 
going through a false marriage cere­ 
mony with a girl. He was sentenced 
to serve from one to four years in 
the reformatory, and Warden Capp de­ 
clares that after delivering himself up 
the boy proved so earnest and cap­ 
able that he is certain he will be an 
ideal prisoner. 


Only .Ive per cent, of the youths 
sentenced from Judge Lindsey's court 
are sent to the reformatories under 
guard. 
Aside from the good 
in­ 
fluence the establishment of the honor 
system has upon the boys, the judge 
estimates that he has saved the state 
$5,000 in traveling expenses and fees 
by doing away with the guards who 
formerly delivered tli« prisoners to 
the reformatory wardens.

Harrisburg, Feb. 15.—Were a state 
civil service act to be passed by the 
present 
session of the 
legislature, 
Pennsylvania should be the tenth state 
to employ its help on a strictly merit 
basis. 


The first state to edge away from 
the spoils 
system was New York, 
which established civil service in 1883. 
Massachusetts was next, passing a 
somewhat similar statutes the follow­ 
ing year. 
From that time until 1905 
the civil service idea got little at­ 
tention besides liberal doses of narco-* 
tics at any of the state capitals. Illi­ 
nois and Wisconsin passed civil ser­ 
vice laws in 1905; Colorado in 1907; 
New Jersey 1908; Ohio in 1910; and 
California and Connecticut in 1913. 


Were a civil service law promulgat­ 
ed in Pennsylvania, 
5,152 positions 
which pay an annual total of $3,613,- 
049.44 in salaries, would be affected. 


Concerning civil service, the erport 
of the economy and efficiency com- 
missino said: 


"We have given the subject of civil 
service very careful consideration and 
felt satisfied that such a 
system es­ 
tablished by law to control state po­ 
sitions would be to the best interests 
of the commonwealth." 


Governor Braumbaugh has declared 
in favor of a "sane civil service act/* 
and the bill backed by the State Civil 
Service Reform association, providing 
a commission of three to conduct ex­ 
aminations, is expected to receive full 
'. attention.

tained in their employment. Tho bill 
makes it compulsory .for employers in 
this class to provide such compensa- 
tion under the terms of tbe New York 
compensation ,act.

tory legislation for ivhk'h it provides 
Is raadt- an .amendment to tho charters 
or franchises of all domestic corpora- 
tions r-ng<if,'ed in Intrastoto or inter- 
state commerce.
